A former three time city 
mayor has again been chosen to 
wear the mayor's hat for the 
City of Belle Glade. 

Bill Bailey, age 60, of 627 
South Main Street, was chosen 
by “fellow commissioners 
Monday night to replace Crate 
"Happy" Tucker as mayor. 

Vice Mayor Steve Weeks was 
elected to serve another term in 
that position. Commissioner 
Harma Miller will be the 
treasurer. 

Mr. Bailey is a licensed real 
estate broker and he also works 
for the tax collector's office. 

“My duties require that I be 
out of town quite a bit,” he said, 
"but I will be available to the 
citizens. I will be glad to meet 


with them in the mornings, * 


nights or in the afternoon.” 

One of the biggest challenges 
Mr. Bailey said the city faces is 
a lack of unity. 

“We all have to pull together 
so the greatest good is done for 
the Glades area,” he said. "By 
and large, the majority of us 
have done this.” 

He also noted that he hopes to 
encourage development in the 
area to increase the tax base.

"I want to explore again the 
possibility of getting a boat lock 
out at the marina,” he said. 

Mr. Bailey served on the Belle 
Glade Commission 12 years 
ago. He was the mayor three 
times, two of those consecu- 
tively. 

He served on the County 
Commission eight years and 
was the chairman in 1979 
before leaving politics for a 
while. 

He was re-elected in 1989 to 
the Belle Glade Commission to 
serve out the unexpired term of 
Claude Tindall, who died in 
office. Mr. Bailey has been a 
commissioner since that time.

Purchase plan pulls 


Pahokee plot from SWIM

The Pahokee. City Commis- 
sion Tuesday night voted to 


„spend up to $15,000 to try to 


stop the state's sale of the 
Closter Farms property. south 
of the city. 

The land in question, 2720 
acres, is listed in the city's 
state-approved Comprehensive 
Plan as set-aside for future city 
growth. 

The state-owned land has 
long been leased by Closter 
Farms, a corporation owned by 
the Fanjul family. But Florida 
wants to get out of the farming 
business, in part because of 
Everglades pollution attributed 
to phosphorus ‘laden farm 
runoff water leaving the 
Everglades Agricultural Area 
(EAA). 

Closter bid $12.21 million - 
the appraised value - for the 
parcel, which, experts say, 
includes some of the most 
fertile soil in the entire EAA. 

S. N. Knight and Sons Inc., 
another major area farming 
concern, offered to trade 3,050 
acres, $1.84 million in cash, 


and over $450,000 in lease 
payments for the property. 

But the state doesn’t actually 
intend to sell the property to 
the high bidder; the South 


Florida Water Management been traveling to Tallahassee wot 


District (SFWMD) intends to 
match the’high bid and buy the 
land from the state. 

SFWMD says it needs the 
land to use as a bargaining chip 
to trade for land it does need, 
southeast of the area. The 
district is proposing, as part of 
the federally-mandated cleanup 
of Everglades National Park, to 
build Stormwater Treatment 
Areas (STAs) in the mccrieas 
corner of the EAA. 

The STAs (man-made filter 
marshes) were designed by the 
district to filter phosphorus out 
of farm runoff. Experts say the 
STAs won't work. ` 

The district wants to buy the 
Closter site and trade it to the 
the high bidder for acreage in 
the proposed STA area. 


The East Beach Development ' 


Authority, a private, non-profit 
group formed in July of this 
‘year, is made up of Pahokee- 
area citizens who want the 


state to abide by Pahokee’s 
Comprehensive Plan and turn 
the land over to the city for 
development. 

Members of the group have 


lobby the governor and cabinet. 
The group says the state will be 
paid for the land over a five- 
year period, as development 
occurs, 

In a special meeting Septem- 
ber 28, members of the EBDA 
appeared before the commis- 
sion and appealed for funding 
to cover travel and legal 
expenses incurred in their 
efforts to help the city acquire 
the Closter property. 

Tuesday night the commis- 
sion passed resolution 92-49 
authorizing the expenditure of 
up to $15,000°from the city's 
Capital Improvement Fund.

A man who has devoted much of his time to 
crippled and burned thildren is moving from the 
area in the next few weeks. 

Belle Glade resident Dr. Robert Allen and his 
‘wife, Evelyn, are moving to a retirement center 
in Gainésville. They have lived in Belle Glade 
since'1952. Mrs. Allen is a retired school teacher. 

Dr. Allen, an associate professor emeritus at 
the University of Florida retired as an assistant 
professor of the agronomy department from the 
Everglades Research and Education Center in 
Belle Glade in 1982. 

Since his retirement, he has devoted much of 
his time to.the Amara Shrine Hospital and 
helping crippled children and burn victims from 
the Glades area. 

The work he does with crippled children and 
burn victims is the volunteer job he talks about 
readily. He calls them “his children.” 

He sponsored 60 children who live between 
South Bay and Canal Point and has transported 
them to the Shriner's Hospital on the west coast 
of Florida, or saw- that they ‘get air 
transportation to’ wherever they need to go for 
help and therapy.
